Washington, Dec. 14.—Mt. Vernon 


wns the scene today of the most 
unique and impressive ceremony in 
its rich and plctun'&fjui) history. Ma- 
sons of high degree from all over the 
United States ami Canada met at the 
tomb of Washington in services com- 
memorating: the hundredth anniver- 
sary of the death of the greatest 
American. 
President McKinley de- 


livered an eloquent tribute to th« 
memory of the first president and 
senators and representatives In con- 
gress, higli officials of the govern** 
ment and distinguished private citi- 
zens were participants and spectators 
of the solemn service. 


Later iu the day, when the Masonic 


ceremonies had been concluded, the 
Independent Order of lied Men suc- 
ceeded them in honoring the mem- 
ory of Washington with the rites of 
their order.

The Mnsons went from this city to 


Mt. Vernon by steamer. Headed by 
Col. Robert White-, of Wheeling-, W. 
Vn., the grand marshal, the proces- 
sion marched to the wharf and em- 
barked. 


At Alexandria they were joined by 


the'federal grand lodge of Virginia 
and the journey to Ml. Vernon was 
resumed. 
President' McKinley left 


the white house shortly before 10 
o'clock and wns taken to Mt. Ven*on 
by a special train on an electric line. 


At Mt. Vernon the procession was

President McKinley /and other dis-
